7. That highway was {he principal 
route of Vietminh forces which en- 
tered Lsos from the coast of An- 
na m. in conjunction with the other 
invaders from the north and north- 
west.

Dulles Raps Bill Which 
Would Raise U. S. Tariffs 


WASHINGTON—<#>—Secretary of State Dulles said today a tighten- 


ing of U. S. tariff barriers against imports would push other free 
nations toward trade with the Communists. 


On that basis, he bluntly urged 


the house ways and means com- 
mittee to kill a bill by Rep.-Simp- 
son (R-Pa) which would bolster 
tariff protection for American in- 
dustries against competition from 
cheaper foreign goods. 


v Injurious to IJ. S. 


Dulles said adoption'of the Simp- 


son bill "would have serious inter- 
national repercussions" and would 
be "injurious to the best interests 
and welfare of the United States," 


"It would be taken, throughout 


the free world, to forecast U. S. 
trade policies which would make 
it impossible for them (U.S. allies) 
to live without increased associa- 
tion with a dependence on the 
Communist world," Dulles said. 


The Simpson bill would extend 


the Reciprocal Trade act for one 
year but would write in a host of 
new provisions designed to curb 
imports of foreign goods and cause 
even the slightest injury to com- 
peting American businosses. 


The law permits th* President lo 


negotiate lower tariff* on foreign 


goods sold here, in exchange for 
trade concessions to this country. 


Noting that President Eisenhow- 


er is planning to appoint a special 
commission to study foreign trade 
and 
other economic problems, 


Dulles urged continuation of the 
present law until this study is 
made.

U.S. Plans Unprecedented 
Blast of H-Bomb in Pacific 
Early Tests 
Considered 
Small Stuff 


Physicists Seem 
Convinced Blast 
Can Be Produced 


By ALTON C. FAY 


WASHINGTON C5>) — The 


next series of atomic tests in 
the Pacific probably will in 
elude hydrogen explosions ol 
unprecedented magnitude. 


Using knowledge and materials 


tried out cautiously in two pre- 
vious series involving "thermonu 
clear" experiments—the most re< 
ent of which reportedly produced 
he mightiest man-made blast so 
far—scientists and military men 
are setting the scene for what is 
expected to be a still more awe- 
some test shot or shots. 


Set The Stage 


The majority of the compara- 


tively minor-scale explosive tests 
of devices and weapons now under 
way at t h e Nevada 
Proving 


Grounds apparently represent pre- 
liminary work-•for forthcoming ex- 
periments in big-scale explosions 
of nuclear fission and hydrogen 
fusion gadgets in the Pacific. 


Apparently convinced in the past 


Lwo tests at Eniwetok Atoll that 
a hydrogen explosion can be pro- 
duced, the efforts of nuclear phy- 
sicists now are directed at (A) 
stepping up the force of the ex- 
plosion and (B) detonating the hy- 
drogen bomb with more economy 
in the use of fissionable material. 


To create the heat and pressure 


needed for triggering a hydrogen 
device something like a standard 
atomic bomb explosion must be 
produced. 


Material-wise, this is costly. And 


there are reasons to believe that 
he present heat-pressure require- 
ments for touching off a hydrogen 
explosion are greater than 'that 
vhich can be produced by a single 
atomic bomb. 


Observe Effects 


Dr. W. F. Libby of the University 


of Chicago, in a report Saturday to 
he American Physical 
Society 


icre, said there was a bipr increase 
n the atmosphere last November 
if the amount of tritium, a pos- 
ible ingredient of H-bombs. 
He 


made no mention of H-bombs, but 
•>lher scientists noted that 
the 


lates he cited coincided with atom- 
c tests at Eniwetok. 
The atmosphere normally con- 
ains only very minute quantities 
f tritium, a form of hydrogen. 
Jbby said that between Oct. 11 
nd Nov. 17, the amount in the 
ir tripled, and then gradually 
vent back to normal. He said such 
n increase could be caused by a 
eriod of drought. 
The Atomic Energy Commission

attempt to assassinate Prime 
Minister Nehru by putting a 
live bomb on the railway 
track over which he was trav- 
eling was foiled today. 


The bomb was placed on the 


track 35 miles from Bombay, a 
few minutes before the Amritsar 
Express, carrying Nehru from .Tal- 
ma, thundered along the section 
to Bombay. 


A policeman patrolling the track 


fired on an unidentified man be- 
lieved to hax'e placed the bomb. 
Htis bullets went wide. The police- 
man removed -the bomb, without 
recognizing it as such at the mo- 
ment, after locating it by the lights 
of the train it was supposed to 
lave wrecked.

Red, But Went to Meetings

NEW YORK—W—Bandleader Artie Shaw told house investigators 


today that so far as he knew he never had been a Communist—although 
he had attended meetings conducted by Hollywood Reds. 


Shaw was the first witness be- 


fore the house committee on un- 
American activities as it launched 
a new probe into possible Commu- 
nist infiltration into the entertain- 
ment industry. 


About 45 persons, many of them 


prominent in the theatrical and 
other entertainment fields, are re- 
ported under subpoena to testify 
at the hearings here. 


Under questioning, Shaw said 


that "to the best of my knowledge 
[ have never been a member of 
he Communist party." 
In 1946, he said, a man—whose 


name he did not know—asked him 
f he wanted to join the party, and 
h« man said he had been told by 
riends they thought "I would be a 
food Communist." "

Pakistan as 
Acceptable 


Harrison Warns 
Pointless Talking 
Would End Session 


PANMUNJOM — UP)—The 


Allies nominated Pakistan to- 
day as a neutral caretaker for 
war prisoners who won't go 
home, and warned the appar- 
ently surprised reds: Time is 
"fast running out"., in the Ko-- 
rean truce talks. 


Although Pakistan was one of 


the four Asian nations listed by the 
Reds as acceptable neutrals,. the 
Communists sat mum. 


Without 
even 
mentioning the 


Allied choice the Reds asked and 
received a recess until Tuesday 
morning, possibly to consult higher 
Red officials. 


Lt. Gen. William K. Harrison 


jr., chief U.N. delegate, nominated 
Pakistan at the beginning of the 
meeting: and then told the Reds:' ! 


"We are obliged to tell you once; 


again that we will not engage in 
protracted and fruitless discussion' 
during , the current negotiations,"! 
which began April 25. 


Switzerland Opposed 


The_ Communists Saturday sug-; 


gested Pakistan, Burma, India and 
Indonesia as acceptable hosts for 
the 48,000 Red prisoners who won't 
go home. 


Pakistan was the third nation 


nominated by the United Nations.1. 
First was Switzerland, which th» 
Reds opposed. Then 'Sweden. Th*; 
Communists insisted on an Asian 
nation. They want the reluctant 
POWs shipped to the neutral,coun- 
try for screening after an armis- 
tice is agreed upon. The Allies 
want a neutral country to assume 
control of them in Korea. 


Harrison said no time limit has 


been set for the-armistice talks, 
but twice inside the conference hut 
he delivered an implied warning 
that he would end the talks again 
if the Reds did not begin to pro- 
duce. 


Itemindx Redd 


Harrison reminded the Reds that 


they mentioned Burma, Indonesia, 
Pakistan and India as suitablt 
Asian neutrals. 


He said that unless they had 


named these four for propaganda 
purposes, "we must assume that 
you consider each of the four" 
to be neutral and competent and 
therefore suitable. 


"Based on your own statements, 


we expect that our nomination will 
be quite acceptable to you and 
will result in quick agreement on 
this issue. If so, then this will 
have been the first indication since 
these talks began that there may 
be some justification in our agree- 
ment to meet with you again. We 
hope that this indication may not 
be nullified by subsequent negotia- 
tions." 


North Korean Gen. Nam II, chief 


Reel delegate, answered with a 
statement apparently prepared in 
advance. He insisted that the first 
order of business should be an 
agreement that unwilling prisoners 
should be transported physically to 
a neutral nation.

VIENNA, Austria W>— A second 


Communist satellite — Czechoslo- 
vakia—proclaimed an amnesty in 
the Soviet pattern today for lesser 
offenders, both civilian and mili- 
tary. 


Radio Prague ?aid the clemency 


decree, signed by President An- 
tonin Zapotocky, went into effect 
today. 


The broadcast made no mention 


of AP Coi respondent William N. 
Oatis, arrested two years ago in 
Prague on charges of spying and 
now serving a 10-year jail sen- 
tence. 


It seemed unlikely that Oatis 


would benefit from the decree. The 
Czech amnesty, 
like those pio-

Since the 
Communists seized power in 191S, 
most persons jailed have been con- 
victed on one of those counts.

Congress Needs Ike for '54 as He 


Needs Support Now 


The new lawmakers in Washington hardly have had time 


Uo break off admiring their names on their office doors, but 
• it's already the season to worry about keeping them there. 


The 1954 congressional elections are critical for the ma- 


.jority Republicans. Their hold on the senate is 48 to 47, 
-with Senator Morse, the independent, filling out the roster. 
..The GOP margin in the house is 221 to 210, with one inde- 
pendent and three vacancies. 


Not much of a turnover would be required to put one 


'or both the two houses back in Democratic hands. A house 
: majority is 218. 
' 
The three vacancies, in Illinois. South Carolina and Iven- 


" tucky, are indistricts normally Democratic. Furthermore, 
:"in the 1952 elections, the GOP picked up three house seats 
' 'in Virginia and one in North Carolina. These four will be 


extremely hard to hold. •

With the marked exception of 1934. two years after 


^'Franklin D. Roosevelt's first election, the trend in off-year 


elections has been toward the minority party. Louis Bean, 


l.well-known election statistician, once calculated that on the 


average this pickup for the minority ranged from 25 to 30 
seats. Any such result next year would give house Demo- 
crats a comfortable advantage. 


Mr. Roosevelt's personal popularity, plus the collapse of 


GOP organization after the 1932 outcome, accounted for the 


—1934 reversal of election form. President Eisenhower today 
"pnjoys the(same kind of popularity, and might also upset 
; 
i(the pattern'. 


But there are two .questions. One is whether that popu- 


larity will maintain itself at high level and thus keep its great 


f potential for 1954. No one, of course, knows the answer to 


this.

The second is whether the president will bring that pop- 


ularity to bear directly by stumping the nation for the con- 
gressional ticket. Already he is under considerable pres- 
sure to do just this. 


The lawmakers are beginning to indicate strongly that 


they want him on the hustings. Mr. Eisenhower has been 
conferring recently -with Leonard W. Hall, the new GOP 
national chairman, and by this early attention has shown 
his awareness of his party's problem. But he has given no 
sign he will take to-the stump. 


As a. loyal party man and a believer in "team" operation, 


the president probably is predisposed to make the effort. 
It's just possible he might wish to see some evidence that 
the lawmakers ,are earning his Help. Up to now. the record 
is pretty bare on this score, but the big tests of support for 
the administration lie close ahead.

I write to you to protest vigor- 


ously the proposal that the Dixon 
Park Board hand over Haymar- 
ket Square to the ctiy for use as 
a parking lot. 


First. I doubt very much that 


the legality of such a move can be 
sustained if the terms of the origi- 
nal gift are looked into. 


Second, this park is practically 


the only public park south of the 
river—in an area where two-thirds 
of the population lives. Although 
it is true that Dixon has many 
acres of parks, the great percent- 
age of the acreage is far removed 
from the people. 
Giving up this

Dixon may be something for which 
the next generation will not thank 
us.

"I recently played Canasta in a 
group that follows a strange rule. 
They claim that a player is never- 
allowed to meld out unless he has 
requested and received his part- 
ner's permission to do so. 


"As you can imagine, this some- 


what frustrates a player who wants 
to meld out no matter what his 
partner may wish to do. They 
get around this by asking the ques- 
tion with great emphasis when 
they really want to meld out. A 
partner who refuses permission to 
such an emphatic request is either 
stubborn or stupid. 


"There's no remedy at all for 


the situation in which you pick up 
the discard pile and discover, after 
you have already made a meld or 
two, 
that you are in position to 


meld out. You cannot ask permis- 
sion, since you have melded at that 
turn, and you cannot meld out 
without asking permission. 


"I know that this is not the cor- 


rect rule, but I cannot convince 
the other players in this group that 
I am right and that Uiey are 
wrong. Will you discuss the sub- 
ject in your Canasta column to set 
them right?" 


Questions of right and wrong are 


not so easily settled as my corre- 
spondent thinksv wTien it comes to 
the rules of a card game, "right" 
is whatever most people do. From 
time to time the rules of a game 
change because the majority of 
players of that game prefer to do 
something differently. 


In other words, it isn't a case of 


the players being obliged to follow 
a rule, but of the rules being 
obliged to follow the players. If a 
small group of players make up 
their own rule, they are "wrong." 
If they persuade enough players to 


follow them, however, they are 
"right." 


At this 'Miticular moment, most 


players follow the official rule on 
asking permission to meld out. 
Hence my correspondent's little 
is "wrong." This needn't stop them 
from following their own rule, if 
they like it better that way. 


The official rule is that you need 


not ask permission before melding 
out. 
You arc allowed to meld out 


without saying a word or asking 
anybody's opinion. In most good 
games you meld out without ask- 
ing permission at least as often as 
you ask the question. 


This is a very good rule and is 


very popular with the players, so 
it isn't likely to be changed. I 
suggest that my correspondent's 
group consider switching to the 
official rule.

To Improve 
Town Streets 


FRANKLIN GROVE-A' $45,000 


bond issue for street improvements 
will be voted on by Franklin Grove 
residents Tuesday in a special 
election here. 


The bonds would finance resurf- 


acing of all streets in the village 
with a permanent material. The 
streets would be maintained with 
motor 
fuel 
tax money, which 


amounts to about $3,500 a year for 
the village.
